statement of Accuracy of Translation 



I, Melissa Stanford, a translator with Chillson Translating 
Service, 3530 Chas Drive, Hampstead, Maryland, 21074, hereby 
declare as follows: 

That I am familiar with the German and English languages ; 

That I am capable of translating from German to English; 

That the translation attached hereto is a true and accurate 
translation of German Application titled, "Nonsteroidal 
Antiinflammatory Agents." 




Translator's Notes: 

In the last line of German page 45, one or more words are 
apparently missing. The word "mit" inserted between "Kieselgel" 
and "Hexan-Ethylacetat " would fit the context and the translated 
text, "silica gel [with] hexane-ethyl acetate," would then 
resemble comparable examples. This line was translated as is, 
however, namely " . . .silica gel hexane-ethyl acetate. . . " (English 
page 60, last line) . 

On German page 76, line 26, "Natriumhydrogencarbon-Losung" 
is translated literally as "sodium hydrogen carbon solution" 
(English page 103, lines 4 and 5) , but it is probably actually a 
typographical error for "sodium bicarbonate solution."
